CONVICTING ARTICLES. 


TESTIMONY FURNISHED BY SPIES’ EDI- 
TORIALS IN THE ARBEITER ZEITUNG. 


To-Day’s Proceedings in the Anarchists’ 
Trial—Public Interest Unabated — Gun- 
makers Testify to the Efforts of Parsons 
and Other Anarchists to Pures 
Arms. 


CHICAGO, July 30.—The court-room in which 
the anarchists’ tria! is in progress was so dark 
this forenoon as to require the lighting of 
electric lights to enable the newspaper report- 
ers to transcribe their reports. The room was 
crowded as usual this morning and was close. 
The proceedings were begun by acontinuation 
of the articles inthe Alarm newspaper. The 
special article read was a transcript of a piece 
delivered by the defendant Parsons, the editor 
of the paper, prior to the dedication of the 
Board of Trade building. In it Parsons speaks 
of the Tramp Nazarene’’ and his scourging 
the traders from the Jerusalem Temple. The 
speech advocated the use of the Winchester 
rifles as againstthe members of the Board of 
Trade, with interpellated cries of ‘‘Give them 
dynamite! attributed to the audience. The 
lawyers for the State expressed the view 


again this morning that they would rest their 
case, in all likelihood, to-day. 
TO-DAY'S PROCEEDINGS. 

In an articie dated February 6, 1886, directed 
to Inspector Bonfield and speaking of the 
street car strike, it says that if workingmen 
do not like the treatment they received at the 
hands of the police, ‘‘Get dynamite, get 
arms.’’ 

Inan article dated April 24, 1886, one week 
prior tothe riot, an article declared that the 
social war would begin May 1, and suggesting 
dynamite in connection with the expected up- 
rising. 

Officer Daniel Coughlin told of an experi- 
ment he had with acan containing some form 
of liquid which, when ignited by a fuse at- 


tached to it, caused a flame of 
fire possibly five feet high and 
ignited the grass foradistance of five to ten 


in every direction. The flames continued for 
about five minutes. The instrument was sup- 

sed to be prepared ‘or the 4 of caus- 
ng a conflagration. Four of these cans were 
found and introduced in evidence yesterday. 

Charles B. Prouty, a gun dealer, recognized 
Engel ‘and Parsons as men who had 
visited his place of business. Engel called 
with his wife and desired to see some large 
revolvers. They found one tosut them, and 
called afterwards and said they would like to 
purchase a number, possibly one or two hun- 
dred, for the use of a society. 

William J. Reynolds, a gun dealer, testified 
to Parsons and Engel calling upon him to in- 
quire about the purchase of revolvers and 
cartridges. None, however, were sold to 


hem. 

Officer McNamara testified to having found 
near the corner of Robey street and Blooming- 
dale road, on May 23, thirty loaded gas- pipe 
dynamite bombs and one not loaded. The 
were found lying under a sidewalk,and wit 
them a quantity of dynamite and fulminating 


caps. ; 

Prof. Walter S. Haines, occupying the 
chemistry chair at Rush Medical College, 
had tested bombs found among the effects of 
Lingg and Spies and found that they had the 
same constituents in about the same ratio as 
the pieces of bomb taken from the body of 
Officer Deegan. The bombs contained lead, 
tin, antimony, iron and zinc, mainly lead, 
iron and zinc. 

TESTIMONY OF EXPERT CHEMISTS. 

The bombs contained about 98 per 
cent of lead, 2 per cent of tin and only 
traces of the remaining constituents. The 
sample of the bomb which created the havoc 
at the Haymarket was shown the witness. It 
was round and no larger than the ordinary 
base ball. 
Prof. De La Fountain, another chemist, 
made similar tests with similar results. 
The State offered in evidence an article in

Probability of a New Commons Neat Win-

If dy 


strictly he means honestly and constitution- 

ally, then itis certain that Salisbury’s land- 

lord allies will not be comforted. Before 

winter whitens a new Commons will be invit- 

ed back to Westminster to tackle the old task 

of devising gags and manacles for Lreland.

How the Appointment of Londonderry is 
Regarded in Ireland. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 
LONDON, July 30.—In comparison with the 
appointment ofthe Marquis of Londonderry 
to be Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, everything 
else that England has done in Ireland for the 
last score of years appear judicious and 
statesmanlike. In this scelction Tory dense- 
ness and malevolence have equally come to a 


What the name of Judas Is- 
cariot was to the early Christian, 
what the name of Benedict Arnold was 
to the Continental patriot, the name 


of Castlereagh is to the ears of every Irish 
Nationalist in the recesses of the remote bogs.

LIKE THE BREATH OF THE PLAGUE 

in the nostrils of the meanest peasant. Time 
and time again, Ihave heard that nameofa 
man, who has been dead now more than sixty 
years, call forth a tempest of fierce ‘‘Boos,’’ 
when the mention of hated local tyrants eli- 
cited only groans. Yet, of all incredible 
things to do, Lord Salisbury 
must approach the most anxiously delicate 
part of his work by sending, as the 
vice-regal beurer of the Tory message to Ire- 
land, the grand-nephew of this loathed briber 
and betrayer. Could political insanity go to 
madder lengths? Kven the Tory press of 
London, slavish as itis inits fealty to party, 
has scant words of praise for this most unwise 
selection. The mostinteresting comment is 
that of the Standard, which says thatall that 
is known of Londonderry is that he comes ofa 
stock famous for its honesty and intrepidity. 

I think this illustrates to the point of absolute 
refinement the Tories’ intellectual and nor- 
mal grasp of Irish history. The only Castle- 
reagh who ever raised himself out of the limits 
of medriocrity was the miscreant who 
attested his honesty by boasting of the corrup- 
tion by which he purchased the consent of the 
Irish Parliament to the Union and exhibited 
his intrepidity by cutting his own throat. It 

is related that when this infamous suicide was 
being buried in Westminster Abbey a vast 
crowd on the outside set up 

SUCH AN EXULTANT ROAR 

that the tumultinterrupted the funeral services 
within the Abbey. If Castlereagh’s dull young 
nephew succeeds in quieting Dublin without 
nearing another such a savage yell of hate he 
will have cause to be thankful. ‘‘Who is re- 


sponsible for such a cruel blunder as this?“ 
everybody is asking, and the invariable answer 
is Churchilt, whose mother is a sister of 
Londonderry’s father. Explanations of, or 
rather speculations in regard to, the motive 
forthe appointment are as thick as black- 
berries. One is that Londonderry’s wife, who 
is asister of the scapegrace Shrewsbury, isa 
highly beautiful and charming woman, who, 
backed by the wealth which her husband gets 
out of his Durham collieries, can establish a 
dazzling court at Dublin and induce the Irish 
to forget their hungerand serfdom by the 
splendor of her entertainments. An- 
Other is that Churchill is deliberately seek 
ing to provoke the Irish into 
demonstrations of disloyalty. Still a third 
is that Churchill desires, through his weak 
cousin and the almost equally weak Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, Chief Secretary, to keep the 
control of the Irish Government 
IN HIS OWN HANDS. 

Probably the true explanation lies in a mix- 
ture of all three of these theories. To tell the 
truth, the English mind is far more occupied 
with Lord eye ap Churchill’s own fortune 
than with the Irish appointments. Surprise 
at his leap to the Chancellorship of the Ex- 
chequer mingles with gratitude that he did 
not receive the foreign office instead. 
He is 10 years younger tnan Disraeli 
was when he became Chancellor and the 
youngest leader of the House of Commons 
since the time of Pitt. There is much doubt if 
bis health will stand the strain of his official 
and difficult duties, and still more whether he 
will get on with Hartington. There is some 
comment on the fact that Churchill was an 
ardent protectionist last fall and committed 
to the wholesale reform of all Government 
departments, But itis impossible to awaken 
interest here on his failure to be consistent. 
Nobody any longer expects that or anythin 
else from him but exhilaration. Not muc 
interest is taken in the rest of the 
appointments. Iddesleigh will be groaned 
over as a duplication of Granville’s weakness, 
if itis not understood that Salisbury is to be 
the real foreign manager. The failure to shove 
Cross, Manners and Stanley out of the way in- 
to the Lords is taken resignedly as what m ght. 
after all, be expected of a class party. The 
most unpopular selection is certainly that of 
Stanley, for the colonies, partly beacause he is 
himself an ass, and partly because his brother,

The Vehicle License Case Again Reopened 
in Court. 


Judge Noonan to-day overruled a motion for 
a new trialin the case of David F. Kaime, the 
real estate man, fined some time ago in the 
First District Police Court for fail- 
ing to display the license 


for his buggy on a conspicuous place, and 
afterwards discharged by Judge Noonan. In 
discharging him the Judge held that while the 
city had authority and power to make 
aman pay license for his vehicle, they 
had no power to make him displav it. They 
could with just as much propriety make a 
man wear a tag in a conspicuous place to show 
that he had paid license for his watch. When 
the motion for a new trial was over- 
ruled to-day, the city immediately gave notice 
thatthey would take an appeal to the Court 
of Appeals, so thatthe case is apt to reach the 
State Supreme Court and the validity ofthe 
ordinance under which it was brought thor- 
oughly tested.

WASHINGTON, D. O., July 30.—The election 
of a new Senator will take place in California 
next Tuesday. It is evident that Mr. Hearst, 
who has destinguished himself by one small 


een in the way of an eulogy, has no 
chance to succeed himself. The 
Central Pacific Railroad, which has 
absolute possession of the California Legisla- 
ture, has decided to elect Henry Vroom, who 
has been the boodle man of the Central Pa- 
cific at Sacramento for years. He has held 
the same position there that old Sherrill has 
held at Washington. He was the agent 
of Mr. Stanford during his elec- 
tion. There was estabiished at that 
time a current rate for legislative votes. The 
average price paid per capita to secure the 
election of Stanford is said by good California 
authorities to have been $3,500. lt is probable 
that the election of Vroom will cost relatively 
the same amount. The capture of 
the two Senatorial places in California 
by the Central Pacific will form one of the 
most remarkable chapters of legislative pur- 
chase in the history of the United States 
Senate. California, after next Tuesday, will 
be represented by the President of the Central 
Pacific railroad and by Mr. Vroom, its active 
lobby agent on the Coast.

Agreed at Last. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 30. —The con- 
ferees on the river and harbor appropriation 
bill have reached an agreement on the bill and 
the report will be presented to the House this 


afternoon. The Hennepin Canal clause re- 
mains in the bill with modifications providing 
for an acceptance by the Government of the 
Illinois & Michigan Canaland asurvey of the 
line of the Hennepin canal. The Potomac 
Fiats, New York Harbor, and other items of 
Importance are conceded bythe House con- 
ferees. No cutis made in items of appropria- 
tion less than $20,000. 

The report to be presented to the House will 
not receive the signature of Mr. Willis, Chair- 
man of the House Committee, and as he an- 
nounces his intention to opposethe bill on 
the floor the measure is generally 
regarded as being in extreme jeopardy. 
The roll-calls of yesterday revealed the preés- 
ence of a bare quorum in the House, and 
quite a number of members left town this 
morning, but the friends of the bill in its pres- 
ent shape find encouragement in the fact that 
few of the advocates of the Hennepin Canal 
clause are among the absentees. 


The Secret Session. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 30.—Senator Van 
Wyck offered a resolution providing that the 
extradition treaty with Great Britain shall be 
considered with open doors. It will be con- 


sidered when the treaty comes up. 

The secret session lasted only a few 
minutes, but the galleries, upper 
corridors and committee rooms were cleared 
of all their occupants—at least all but one—a 
stranger, who seemed to have been over- 
looked. During the secret session this gentle: 
man innocently walked into the gallery. He 
was appalled by the warning gesticulations of 
Senate officials onthe floor and backed out 
very hastily. He has not since been seen 
about the building.

The feeling over the matter spread 
and was communicated to some of 
the silk-stocking members of the 
association.

THE MARKET STREET PAVEMENT. 


The Complaints of Residents Formally 
Heard by the B. P. I. 


There was a meeting of the special commit- 
tee of the Board of Public Improvements 
appointed to consider the protests of the 
property owners on Market street, between 
Twelfth and Eighteenth streets, against the 
character of granite pavement that has been 


laid. Gen. Nelson Colein a letter rinted in 
the PosT- DISPATCH of the issue of July 8 made 
several charges against the contractor and 
one serious one aguinst the Roard, the latter 
being thatthe contract had been made for 
7. inch stone when the ordinance reguired an 
S- inch block. 

At the meeting this morning the owners were 
represented by Attorney J. J. McCann. Mr. 
David Goldsmith appeared for the contractor. 

The work has been completed and the issu- 
ing of the special tax-bills is in order. The 
meeting to-day was to listen to Mr. McCann’s 
protest against their being issued. Testimony 
was produced to substantiate Gen. Cole’s 
chaages as to the poor quality of the concrete 
used and the quantity of dirt that was mixed 
with the macadam used in the substructure. 

Mr. Hoyle, alivery man, testified to having 
seen macadam used in which the surface of a 
stone was Visible through the dirt only every 
six or seven inches. He had called the atten- 
tion of the Inspector to it and that individual 
had rejected it, but when his back was turned 
the men had mixed in the rejected material, 
The Inspector testified to having found it 
necessary to reject some of the stuffto which 
Mr. Hoyle had called his attention. 

Mr. Goldsmith submitted that these com- 
laints had been previously made and had 
een passed upon by the Board after investi- 
gation, and that an attempt to renew them 
after the work had been completed could not 
succeed.

Samuel 8. Hoffman Fears that She Has

daughter might have gone under any of 
them. She is, he said, a woman 22 years 
of age, and three years ago married 
Charles Corrin of North St. Louis. They 
lived in the neighborhood of Sixteenth and 
Anglerodt streets, but their life was 
by no means a happy one. Quar- 
rels were of trequent occur- 
rence between them, and she frequently 
complained to her parents of the manner in 


which her husband treated her, Several 
times he threatened to kill her, and two 
months ago she crossed over the river 


and went to live with her parents at their 
home in the little negro settlement on the 
other side. To them she stated 
that her husband had threatened her 
life and had said he would poison her food. 
After she had taken up ber residence with her 


parents, Corrin sent her word that if 
she would return all would be well 
again. He would do right and there would be 
no more trouble. She returned and 
her mother and step-father have 
seen nothing of her since. The 


girl has a grandmother living near the corner 
of Spring street and Broadway, this city, 
and she claims to have seen the girl since. 
The grandmother, whose name is 
Nancy Carter, says that since the girl went to 
live with her husband the last time, she 


visited her house once and stated that 
he had been treating her badly 
and she had again left him. The grand- 


mother does not know where the girl went 
after leavin her house, and Hoffman 
says that he is unable to find any 
trace of either her or her husband. He is very 
uneasy about her, and fears she has either 
met with foul play or has been driven to her 
ruin.

The above table shows what the local shower 
that came up this afternoon saved the city 
from. At 2 a. m. to-day the 
mercury stood at 81 degrees, at 
6 a. m. at 82, a rise of 1 degree, an unusual 
proceeding, and at 10 a.m. things were melt- 
ing at 91 deg., one degree higher than yes- 
terday’s 10 0’clock record. Every indication 
pointed to another afternoon of exhausting 
caloric, when about 1:30 the sky was 
suddenly obscured by clouds which | 
ever since morning had been sleepily sailing 
around the horizon, but now suddenly broke 
and scattered over the sky. Sudden 
gusts of wind raised great clouds 
shutters banged to, awn- 
ings flapped violentlv, and every 
premonition of a storm seemed to be 
on hand.

At 2:45 the clouds suddenly opened and down 
came a real shower, the heaviest since June

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BREWERS VIEWS. 


HE ORDERS A FULLER INVESTIGATION OF 
THE RAILROAD FIGHT. 


Doubtful of the Rights Claimed by the St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Colorado Company 
to Use the Wabash Track—Decision to 
Be Given at the Next Term—Sent Back 

@*° the Special Master. 


This morning Judge Brewer’s opinion on 
the application fora mandatory injunction to 
enforce the Wabash, St. Louis & Pacific Rail- 
road to give the St. Louis, Kansas City & 
Colorado right of way over the Forest Park 
track to Union Depot, was filed in the United 
States Circuit Court. The court lays down its 
opinion on the subject of mandatory injunc- 
tions in this opinion which has several other 
important legal features. Judge Brewer 
holds that as the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Colorado Company has not con- 
structed its road to the boundary line of Forest 
Park, at which, if at all, the contract richt 
to use the Wabash tracks commences, 
the road being only constructed to For- 
sythe, two-thirds of a mile distant from the 
point where the tracks enter the park—in the 
opinion of the Court, it would be premature 
to grant an order now. Unless the road is 
completed the new road never will havea 
semblance of right for their claims. 
He disabuses the notion of those who oppose 
the new road, that it has no right to ask for 
judgment on this or any similar question until 
the road is completed to the Wabash track. 
The Court holds that it is not necessary for 
the road to have completed its construction in 
order 


TO DETERMINE ITS RIGHTS. 

The question is similar to that of quasi-con- 
demnation proceedings. They are fully en- 
titled to know their rights, and as they are 
evidently acting in good faith having 
already constructed twenty miles 
it is i Brewer’s opinion that they have a 
right to know their rights, and if they have 
none they have a good ground to inquire and 
seek entrance to the city, through some other 
route. In answer to the suggestion 
to grant an order to ive 
a temporary order on the Wabash compelling 
them to give the St. Louis, Kansas City & Col- 
orado Railway over the two-thirds of a mile 
of undisputed Wabash Road and the portion 
in Forest Park and east of that to the Union 
Depot the Court says the plan does 
not recommend itself to him. A mandatory 
injunction as he understood it wus never 
issued except to preserve the status quo. In this 
view, the special master and the Court con- 
cur. This was not the casein this instance. 
No rights were threatened but the 
object of the petition was to 
obtain an order for the-enforcement of 
claimed rights which had never been in effect. 
In accordance with this view the Court 
REFUSES THE MANDATORY INJUNCTION 

at present. Concluding Judge Brewer says: 
1 have given some examination to the 
question of right and will only say that I think 
it very doubtful—more than that it would be 
de improper for me tosay in advance. 
Vhether any obligation resta upon the 
Wabash, whether that obligation, if one ex- 
ists, extends heyond the one-half of the right 
of way of the St. Louis County road not con- 
veyed in the first instance to the St. Louis,

STOLE THE SACK. 


A Fat Registry Pouch Missing —Dum- 
founded Officials. 


While the Post-office Inspeotors of the St. 
Louis division are enjoying a delightful sum- 
mer siestaor engaged in the diverting task 
of running down one or two embezzling 
country postmasters, the inspectors of the 
divisions extending eastward to New York are 
onthe gui vive for the perpetrators of the 
boldest piece of post-office robbery that 


has occurred in the railway mail 
service for years. When. the mail 


car left New York June 28, it had a valuable 
pouch of registered mail for St. Louis. Three 
crews work between New York and St. 
Louis, one transferring at Pittsburg 
and another at Indianapolis. There is a 
rule that every agent on receiving 
his transfer shail not givea receipt for the 
pouches until he has counted them. But Chief 
Clerk James Ferald on receiving at Pittsbur 

the stock of pouches from the Chief Cierk o 

the New York crew did not connt the 
pouches, as it has grown customary 
among clerks well acquainted to take each 
other’s word for the number of pouches when 
inahurry. So Ferald just receipted for the 
number the New York clerk said he had. On 
his way to Indianapolis he counted the 
pouches to verify the receipt and found that 


one was inissing. He immediately 
reported the loss and inquiry 
at New York showed the stolen 


pouch was numberec R 353. In this pouch, 
according to the record of the New York 
registry division there were seventy-one 
registered packages, including a number of 
European shipments. 

Itisimpossible forthe department to tell 
how much wasin the pouch as they have no 
means of knowing what sum is ina registered 
letter. It may be $i or $10,000, so all approxi- 
mation is vain until senders of thoney 
report to New York the amount they 
forwarded on that day, However, 
it has been discovered by the postal authori- 
ties that the pouch contained $32,000in bonds 
for a St. Louls broker, and a draft of $2,500 for 
Francis Whittaker & Sons of Seventh and 
Carr streets. The pouches are 80 
carefull locked that the thief knew 
he could not open it without being detected, 
and so took the entire sack, thus puzzling the 
authorities, as notrace of it has been dis- 
covered after it left New York. 

The local Post-office Inspectors, though not 
connected with the search, have learned of 
the robbery and are confident that the orimi-

WRONGING THE PEOPLE. 

The candor of Wall street and the 
statesmanship of the bank parlor shine 
through this utterance of the New York 
Evening Post: 

The Morrison resolution in its financial 
aspects differs in nowise from the resolution of 
1836. The one provided for the distribution of 
the surplus among the States. The other 
provides for its distribution among the bond- 
holders. 

In their financial aspects the two resolu- 


tions referred to were as diverse as the 
poles. That of 1836 was a diversion of 
Federal tax funds from Federal purposes 
to uses and purposes wholly outside of the 
functions and powers of our National 
Government. The Morrison resolution, 
instead of providing for the distribution 
of a surplus among either States or bond- 
holders, merely directs that $75,000,000 
needlessly retained in the $298,000,000 of 
cash in the Treasury shall be devoted to 
the payment of the government’s debt, the 
very purpose for which it was collected. 
By paying out that $75,000,000 in redeem- 
ing bonds, the interest charge upon the 
people will be reduced $2,250,000 a year. 
By adding that $75,000,000 to the loanable 
funds of the country the discount busi- 
ness of the money lenders might be made 
less profitable, the National Bank notes 
might be to that extent temporarily 
crowded out of the loan market, and the 
redemption of 3 per cent bonds subject to 
call might reduce the profit on National 
Bank notes, because it would compel 
those institutions either to retire a part of 
their notes or to pay the high premium on 
4 per cent bonds to take the place of the 
8 per cents as security for said notes. 
The retention of a needless surplus of 
$75,000,000 is a lock-up in the interest of 
the banks, a diversion of the money the 
people have paid to reduce their debt, a 
tax of $2,250,000 a year levied upon the 
people unjustly and without authority of 
law for the benefit of the banks exclu- 
sively.

any proof were needed that the Treasury 
is siding with the banking and money- 
lending interest against the people on this 
surplus question, it is found in the fact 
that the present Administration has in- 
creased the surplus from $8,000,000 to $75,- 
000,000, and, with $298,000,000 locked up, is 
fighting against the use of any part of this 
money for the redemption of bonds and re- 
duction of interest. 
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Mr. CUTTING, the American citizen who 
is imprisoned in Mexico for an offense 
committed on American territory, is said 
to be a higamist and a bad character. But 
even if all the stories about him are true 


they have nothing to do with the case 


whatever, and it can only confuse the 
real issues to allude to such irrelevant 
matter. Ifan American citizen can put 
himself in contempt of a Mexican court by 
any actof his committed while he is in 
hisown country and under the jurisdic- 
tion of American law, that strange condi- 
tion of affairs should be more generally 
known than itis. American citizenship is 
worth too much to allow any of its priv- 
ileges to be impaired by Mexican construc- 
tions of law, and the RasurREs case coming 
close upon the heels of the CUTTING case 
shows us that in dealing with Mexican 
officialism we are brought in contact with 
a state of affairs which cannot be matched 
either in Russia or in Dahomey. Despot- 
ism like that of the Ozar or of Mumbo- 
Jumbo, which frankly proclaims itself, is 
much easier to deal with than despotism 
veiled under the deceptive form of a 
federal republic.

A THRILLING ADVENTURE. 


The Trip of the Schooner Isaac May to 
Manitoulin Island, 


Curcaco, July 30.—The Canadian steamer 
Isaac May staggered into the harbor at a late 
hour last night without fuel and almost desti- 
tute of provisions. Capt. Muir, her master, 
relates a strange experience. The May left 
Chicago three weeks ago,towing three barges. 
After a run of five days they arrived 
at Manitoulin Island on the Canadian 
side of Lake Huron. It is the largest 


island and is covered with cedar trees. 
When the vessels arrived there the inhabitants 
were badly frightened. For weeks not a drop 
of rain had fallen. Shortly afterthe steamer 
began to take on their cargo of posts and 
ties, the woods suddenly burst in a great 
blaze, and no sooner had the fire started thah 
a severe wind storm came over the island, 


driving the fire in every direction. The people 


fledto the beach and — sheiter on 
board the vessels which pulled out into the 
lake. Scores of bears, roaring with pain, ran 
out of the woods with the hair singed from 
their sidesand plunged intothe iake. The 
tire raged for two days, burning over acres of 
valuable timber and destroying a vast amount 
of stock that had been iled on the 
beach for shipment. Then adrenching rain 
set in and continued until the fire was put out.

THE DROUTH. 


Condition of Cattle in Texas, Montana 
and Colorado. 


Fort WortH, Tex., July 30.—Many exac- 
gerated reports have been sent out from North 
and West Texas in regard tothe suffering of 
cattle from the drouth in Western Texas. 
Unusual drouth has existed in the differ- 
ent sections of West Texas, but it has 
been broken by gdod rains within the last 
two weeks. In some localities, the range 
was completely parched up. The water courses 
were dried up and the cattle were so weak 
they could not be driven out of the drouth- 
inflicted districts. Wherever the cattle couid 
be driven to the railway they were shipped by 
rail beyond reach of the drouth. Some were 
taken west into New Mexico and others were 
brought into East Texas, where good 
range was plentifal. In this way, 
at least, 10,000 were moved East and 
West. Out of the thousand head remaining in 
the drouth districts, not mote than 300 died 
from want of water or grass. They were in a 
terrible condition when rain came, but rain 
did come and that saved them. There were 
not many actual settiers in the drouth aistriet. 
Good rangeis assured for next winter, and 
the cattle will recover from the effects of the 
drouth within thirty days. 

The wheat crop of Texas was unusually 
good this year, and the cotton 
crop will be much larger than last year, and 
in some sections it will be impossible to find 
hands enough to pick thecrop. Dispatches 
from Austin, Houston and EI Paso report that 
nothing is known of the terrible state of affairs 
said to exist in Western cattle ranges. Re- 
ports from all over the State ihdicate a very 
large cozton crop. 

Helena, Ark., reports prospects bright for 
the best cotton crop in the uplands since 1875. 
The hill crops are fully two weeks earlier than 
usual and growing Iuxuriantly. 

IN MONTANA. 

A special from Bozeman, Mont., says: On 
account of the severe and continued drouth, 
the grass is much shorter and drier than ever 
known at this season of the year. Cattle are 
not suffering to any extent now, but grave 
fears are entertained regarding the coming 
winter. If the snow should be deep great 
loss will result. The shortness of 
the grass has driven the stock out on the up- 
lands and the usual winter ranges, so the 
outlook is somewhat discouraging. If heavy 
rains should fall early next month it would 
materially change matters for the better. It 
would start the grass to a vigorous growth 
before winter sets in. 

DENVER, Colo., July 30.—Stock men, 
who have reached the city after an extended 
tour over the ranges from Arkansas Valley 
north to the State line, are almost unanimous 
in their reports that the cattle are in good con- 
dition and doing well. In Yell County they 
are looking fine. The streams havean ample 
supply of water and the grass is very good. 
Tue same condition exists southward tothe 
Arkansas. 


The Crops. 


CHICAGO, July 30.—Specials published here 
to-day concerning the cfop outlook indicate 
that in various sections of Iowa the damage 
wrought to the corn erop is almost irrepara- 
ble. Wheat and oats are affected, but not 
seriously. The pasturage is withered up and 


The 
lilinois corn crop is pretty generaliy ruined 
and the farmers are still looking for the rain 
that comes not.

The Movement Started by Francis Hoffman 
and Fostered by A. R. Parsons — Dis- 
guised as the Workingmen’s Party—The 
Haymarket Slaughter—Sketckes and Por- 
traits of the Leaders Now on Trial—Theo 
Line of Defense. 


Socialism began to be courted as a political 
factor In Chicago in 1857, when the city was 
still in stockings and bibs. The Socialists’ 

<a unions began to be call- 

ed trades unions about 

the close of the war 
and haye continued 
= since. They first 
showed their political 


i868, and in the latter 
year they elected sev- 
eral Aldermen. Their 

A. N. Parsons. numbers were largely 
augmented about that time by the exodus of 
German Socialists, and that nationality has 
predominated since that time. 

In 1874 Francis Hoffman, President of the 
Corporation Council, appointed by Mayor Har- 
rison, was put upon a distinctive Socialistic 
ticket for Congress. He framed their platform 
and made revolutionary speeches, declaring 
the sentiments which he is said to hold at the 
present time. He received 500 votes, one of 
of which was cast by A. R. Parsons, now on 
trial. The next year Parsons was put up for 
County Clerk on the Hoffman platform and re- 
ceived 8,000 votes—all Socialists. They made 
an attempt to catch votes by calling their 
party the Workingmen’s Party,’’ but, being 
charged with being So- 
Cialists by their oppo- 
nents, they at the next 
convention changed its 
name to that of the 
Socialistie Labor Par- 
ty. The candidates 
setupat that election gm, 
polied 12,000 votes. In 
Aprii, 1879, Frank 
Stanber, a Socialist in 
the Fourteenth Ward, 
was elected Alderman. 
His colleague, Torenze, 


August Spies. 
Was a Socialist. Stauber was re-elect in 1880, 
and Altpeter and Meier were electedin the 
Sixth and Sixteenth Wards. 


Dr. Schmit, who is now the treasurer of the 


‘*Defense Fund’’ to be used to pay the law- 
yers for the anarchists and other expenses, 
ran for Mayor as a Socialist against Harrison 
the fi time, and received 12,000 votes. It 
wus enough to defeat the Republican, and 
Harrison has taken care that po one of the 
Socialists ever ran against him in the three 
times he has been re-elected, and managed to 
get their votes for himself. Their reward 
has been in appointments to places in the pay 
of the Government for the enforcement of the 
laws they affect to despise. 

SOME OF MAYOR HARRISON’S APPOINTMENTS. 

By the Mayor’s appointment there are now 
holding appointments under him: Jos. Greun- 
hut, Recorder of Sta- 
tistics; ex-Alderman 
Meier, Police Clerk in 
Chicago Avenue Station 
under Capt. Schaack; 
Harry Rubens, Attorney 
tor the Board of Educa- 
tion. and Francis Hof- 
man, Corporation Coun- 
Esel and adviser to the 
Mayor. The Socialists, 
after giving their politi- 
cal hopes within the 
city to Mayor Harrison's 
tender care, gave their 
attention to legislative matters, and Senator 
Artiey and Representatives Meier, Erhardt and 
Meilbeck were elected associates 

The last school census gives 209,631 Germans 
and 28.291 Bohemians for Chicago, anda large 
percentage of these are Socialists. The 
leaders of these people are now on trial. For 
years they have been given the greatest free- 
dom in their meetings and in the publication 
of their two papers, the Arbeiter Zeitung and 
the Alarm, edited respectively by Spies 
and Parsons. They heid Sunday meetings 
on the lake front and in the market square. 
They denounced capitalists and law and 
openly advocated the destruction of both life 
and property. The 
Mayor Was asked to in- 
terfere, but he only 
laughed at those who 
expressed alarm. Pro- 
cessions of thousands 
would parade the 
streets on Sunday car- 
ry ing red flags and ban- 7 
ners with treason writ- ; 
ten on them in both 
German and English. 

No bait was called un- 
til Inspector Bonfield 
marched on the crowd 
in Haymarket on the 
night of May 4 and saw 
his men moved down 
by the murderous bomb.

AN ORNAMENTAL NUISANCE, 


Brackish Ponds in Lafayette Park Breeding 
Pestilence for the Neighborhood. 


The people about Lafayette Park have a 
grievance. They live in the coolest and most 
beautiful residence portion of the city, but they 
are not happy. They live in anticipation of 
malaria, cholera and everything else of germic 
origin. The hot, rainless weeks not yet over 
have had nights filled with miasmatic 
exhalations from the ponde in the 
Park—which on maps, ete., are usually 


designated as lakes—and at night these rising 
fogs are altogether too dense for comfort. 
There is always a mist overthe park at night 
but latterly ithas been heavier than ever be- 
tore. Ladies clothed so lightly that pink 
shoulders glow through diaphanous cover- 
ing sbrink and wish for wraps in passing the 
park at night, on account of the great damp- 
ness of the air. In addition to these fogs the 
ponds have become covered with slime. The 
great economy of the water supply has led 
of late years the cutting off of 
the overflow from the big lake and the only 
opportunity to freshen the water is by drain- 
age from the park when rain falls. The little 
pond on the east side near the Kennett Place 
gate is too iow to drain into the sewers and 
only loses in volume by absorption and 
evaporation. It is also freshened by drainage 
and on account of its low position a heavy 
rain causes an inundation of the labyrinthal 
bridges and walks about it. This small 
n has green slime on it, cover- 
— its entire surface, and is beginning 
to give forth a persistent evil smell. The large 
pond has a thin floating covering of green that 
marks the boats as they are rowed through it 
with green water lines. The pond in therocks 
on the west side of the park is kept still in 
order that water lilies may grow, and the 
fountain is allowed to play, once or 
und and Thursdays.

The Moore Sisters and Their Associates 
Given the Law’s Extent. 


When the jury returned their verdict 
against Mrs. Julia Stromberg. alias 
Moore, in the First District Police 
Court last evening, finding her guilty 
of keeping a disreputable house and fining 
her $300 and costs, all the Moore sister cases 
were virtually settled, as once the character

The case against Alice Easily was 
nolle prosequied yesterday, she having testi- 
fied against the Stromberg woman, and the 
cases against the others went over until 
to-day. This morning Frances Drum-

H. Stromberg, the so-called husband of the 
Stromberg woman, all entered pleas of guilty 
to being inmates of a disreputable house and 
were fined $100 each, the limit in such 
cases. After the fines had been announced 
City Attorney Dyer stated to the court that 
Chiet of Police Huebler wanted it understood 
thatthe Police Department would make no 
terms in these cases whatever, and were not 
willing to let the defendants take hours to 
leave the city. They had been very bad citi- 
zens, and it was the wish of the department 
that they should be made to pay or serve out 
their fines and then made to leave the city. 
This afternoon application will be made to 
Mr. Dierkes for a warrant for perjury against 
Jennie Bainbrid, , the negro woman em- 
ployed at the establishment, who was arrested 
yesterday for false swearing.

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PROHIBITION TACTICS. 


Efforts to Disfranchise the Negro Voters 
in Local Option Elections. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., July 30.—The most ex- 
traordinary statement vet madein the local 
option campaign now going on in Mississippi, 
is that submitted by the Prohibitionists of 
Loundes County. The negro has been the 
disturbing element in all the Mississippi 
liquor elections. In most of the counties 


there has been a white majority for prohibi- 
tion which has been swamped by the negro 
vote. Toeliminate this disturbing element, 
the Prohibitionists of Loundes demanded that 
there should be a Democratic primary elec- 
tion under the auspices of the Democratic 
Executive Committee on the question of Pro- 
hibition, at which no negroes should be 
allowed to vote. The result of this primary is 
to decide the question of license or no license. 
Fora week the Democratsjof Loundes have been 
wrangling over this question, and a majority 
seemed to favor tlie idea of keeping it en- 
tirely within Democratic lines. The Antis, or 
wetside, however, have refused to abide by 
this plan, which amounts to disfranchisement 
of the negroes. The question is not yet fully 
decided.

THE Sr. LOUIS OARSMAN WHO WILL WIN 
THE WORLD’S CHAMPIONSHIP. 


Sketéh of the Tall Rower’s Career—From 
Wood Chopping to Fast Sculling—How 
He Lives and Trains—His Home Near 
Creve Cour Lake—His Boats and Record 
-—The Expected Race With Beach in 
England. 


Twenty-nine years ago,in the little village of 
Otillia, situated about forty miles from the 
city of Toronto, Canada, the light of duy first 
dawned upon the eyes of Jacob Gill Gaudaur, 
the now champion oarsman of America. Lit-

tle did the boy’s father and mother think, as 
their offspring grew up out of his babyhood 
and learned to throw ‘‘skippers’’ across the | 
smooth surface of the lake, on the 
shores of which the little town 
of Otillia stands, that they were rearing | 
a child whose manhood’s fame would be as 
wide asthe world. Little did they imagine 
that they would live to see the big, brawny 
boy of 14, who did chores around the farm and 
always got the better of neighboring boys in 
point of muscular argumentation, become the 
cynosure of the world’s eyes in fifteen years | 
later and crossthe ocean to measure blades 
with the king oarsman of the mother country. 
But they have lived to see it all and more, too.

the rather monotonous pastime of chopping 
cordwood and splitting rails for farm fences. 
His first experience on the water was uponthe 
lake adjacent to the home of his parents, 
where he rowed for fun across its smooth 
surface in the old-fashioned skiff. Not the 
cumbersome, heavy, ungainly thing that goes 
by that name in this country, but a lighter 
and more facile craft made for fast rowing. 
So handily had he used his blades 
that he was persuaded to enter a race 
at Providence, in which a few professionals 


were entered. This was alongin 1879 and was 
the first race worthy of mention in which he 
engaged, although he had appeared to good 
advantage in smaller affairs. At Providence 
he did not do badly, rowing third to Koss. 
After he returned to Canada he remained at 
home a few years, and, growing tired of a 
monotonous life in Canada, he drifted down 
across the country until he arrived at St. 


Louis. The location seemed to suit him 
exactly. He had heurd of Creve Cour 
and, after an inspection of the lake, 


@ gaged himself ona farm at Emerson Station, 
near the old Lake House, about two and u 
half miles from the lake. This was in 1882, 
four years ago, and so pleased was the oars- 
man with his prospects and the surroundings 
that he determined to make St, Louis 

HIS HOME FOR THE FUTURE. 

He lived but a few months on the farm, when 
his indomitable love for oars and shelis was 
the cause of a race between him and Harry 
Parker, a well-known local Oarsman. The 
race took place in the summer of 1832, was 
over a course of three miles with 
a turn on Creve Cour and ended 
unsatisiactorily. Jake had been suffering 
with malarial fever and was dizzy when he 
entered his boat. He had not rowed quite 
two hundred yards when he was almost pros- 
trated by the fever, and rowing to the shore 
quit the race. Arrangements were then 
made for a row-off in the fall of the same year 
and Gaudaur won a in 21 minutes. This 
race was the occasion of his first meeting with 
J. A. St. John, who saw that Jake had the 
promise of greatness and who after- 
wards proved to be the generous and 
enthusiastic friend and backer of 
the oarsman that he is to-day. In the summer 
of 1883, Gaudaur went north to Minnetonka 
where he rowed with Teemer and Hosmer. On 
the train coming home St. John and Gaudaur 
met, and in the course of the long conversa- 
tion in which they indulged the Saint made 
the proposition which had long been ferment 
ing in his mind. He proposed that Jake adopt 
the profession of sculling tothe exclusion of 
everything else, gave him carte blanche to 
order boats, apparatus and other things nec- 
essarv for his truining, and made arrange- 
ments with him to be his backer in big races 
in the future. It was about this time 
that Jake took unto himself a wife, and his 
choice could not have been a happier one had 
he searched the continent tor one instead of 
walking across a country road. Mrs. Gau 
daur was formerly Miss Cora Kunz, a bright, 
vivacious, pretty and well-educated young 
lady. A prominent and wealthy miller of the 
county had been an ardent suitor for her 
hand, but she gave ittothe man who had her 
heart as well. With the money that he has 
won in his various races Gandaur has built a 
neat and comfortable home for himself, is the 
proprietor of a paying farm and has laid away 
a snug sum in bank. 

Unlike those of the majority of his profes- 
sion his habits are steady, sober and health- 
ful. He never dissipates, never touches alco- 
hol and every day that he lives he adds 
strength to

The first race 
out of the ordinaryin which he showed un- 
common ability was at Pullman in the early 
summer of 1883 when he rowed second 
to Teemer. On August 4 of the 
same vear he rowed two races at Minnetonka, 
one inthe morning, one in the afternoon. In 
the first he rowed third with Teemer first and 
Hosmer second. In the second he rowed sec- 
ond to Teemer. No time was taken in either 
race. In the Boston regatta of July (he won 
the single scull race, and in the working boat 
race making tne fastest time on record on the 


river up to that time, namely, 21:50. The next 
race was rowed at Conneaut Lake, in 
Pennsylvania, July 15, 1884, when 
he rowed second to Teemer with 
Hamm third. At Calais, Me.. he 


won the third prize, with Conley first and 
Teemer second. On September 28, at Creve 
Cœur Lake, he defeated Hosmer in a inatch 
race forastake of $1,000, making the three 
miles in 2045 On October 26, 184, he rowed a 
dead heat with Teemer for $1,000, Teemer 
handicapped five seconds. The tie was rowed 
off on November 2 under the same conditions, 
and Gaudaur won. In the New Orleans re- 
gatta which took place on May 25-29, at New 
Orleans, he rowed second to Teemer, the 


Mekeesport man making the fast- 
est time an record, 20:12. Gaudaur's 
time was 20:4. At the same 


regatta he won the double race with Hosmer 
axuinst Parker and Mekay and Teemer and 
Peterson. Atthe Boston regatta, in the same 
year, he won the single scuil over Hamm and 
Hosmer, making the course in 20:30, thus re- 
ducing his own fastest time on the Charles 
river. This isnowthe record of that river, 
and has not since beentouched. He also won 
the double scuil with Hosmer, deteatmg Me- 


Kay and Hamm. In the same event 
he rowed stroke in the four- 
oared race, winning that in 27:55. 


On June 13, 85, at Moline, he won the single, 
three miles, two turns, against McKay, Lee, 
Hosmer and Parker, and the double with Hos- 
mer against other pairs. On July 18 and 20 at 
Pittsburg he deteated Teemer, Ten Eyck, 
Hamm and others in 19:32in the single. He 
also won the double with Hosmer. On August 
20, , he was beaten in a double with Hos- 
mer against Courtney and Conley, match race. 
September 20 he beat Harry Parker, giving the 
latter five secunds’ start, at Creve Cour, and 
on October 80 onthe same course defeated 
Hamm in a purse of $500, the time being 20:10. 
In 1886 he deiecated Teemer on June 12 at 
Pullman for $2,000 and the American cham- 
pionship. Time 20:20. On June 26, at White- 
bear Lake he reduced the record to 19:54 and 
now hoids the world's fastest time. At Win- 
nipeg July 1, 2and 3 he defeated Hamm and 
Teemer. His last appearance was in the early 
part of the present month at Oconomowoc 
when he gave an exnibition with Hamm.

The 
Gem City left here Saturday afternoon at 4 
o’clock for Keokuk with about one hundred 
and thirty passengers on board. Among the 
passengers was a party chaperoned by Mrs.

The boat was just three hours and a half getting 
to Alton, and at Piasa Bluffs, which are about 
six miles above that city, the passengers had 
their first sand-bar experience. It was about 
10 o’clock when the sounder sung out ‘‘three 
feet, scant,’’' andthe boat stopped. For ex- 
actly twenty-four hours the crew worked with 
ropes and spars before they succeeded in get- 


ting the steamer to move once more. 

THERE WAS sMOOTH SAILING 
then to Gray’s Point, where the boat was de- 
layed three hours, the excursionists passing 
the time roaming through the woods. The 
bar being passed, however, the boat moved 
along without another stop untilthe Clarks- 
ville bar, which is one of the hardest to pass 
on the river, was reached. Atthat point four-

teen hours more were consumed in 
sparring, and when about 6 o’clock 
in the morning the boat began 
to move and the sounder sang out 


the welcome words ‘‘no bottom’’ the passen- 
ers breathed an intense sigh of reiief. When 
Ouisiana and Hannibal were reached the 
‘levees were crowded with people, as all kinds 
of reports about the steamer had been in cir- 
culation. Onlya few miles above Hannibal 
the steamer struck another bar, and its prog- 
ress was impeded for ten hours. After this 
bar bad been passed the boat’s progress was 
not stopped until Quincy was reached. 
The Quincy papers had reported the 
steamer lost, and when she landed a large 
crowd gathered on the levee to welcome the 
belated excursionists. Capt. Davis was 
afraid to venture farther than Quincy, so 
after stopping there for about four hours the 
boat was turned down stream, and she sped 
along past Hannibal and Louisianaso nicely 
that the passengers were once more in the 
best of spirits. The worst experience was, 
however, to come. The Clarksville sand-bar 
proved an obstacle which could not be sur- 
mounted. 
FOR TWELVE HOURS 
the steamer tried to plough through it, but 
without success. About 10 o’clock yesterday 
r the Pittsburg came up trom St. Louis, 
but as the Gem was right in the middle of the 
channel she too got stranded, but after six 
hours’ sparring she managed to pass. While 
the Pittsburg was endeavoring to get over the 
bar, the sailor and two roustabouts of the 
Gem City, who were out in the yawl, 
made a narrow 1 from being caught 
by the steamer’s wheel, and but for the pres- 
ence of mind shown bythe sailorthe yawl 
would most likely have been sunk and the 
three men drawnunder. Shortly aiter the 
Pittsburg had steamed up the river out ot 
sight, the United States steamer Gen. Bar 
nard came up the river to the Gem City’s res- 
cue. was found to be impossible forthe 
latter get over the sand-bar, and Capt. 
Davis concluded that it was best to turn 
around and go back to Olarksville. To cap 
the climax of the excursionists’ misery 
the Barnard in trying to pass the Gem so as to 
be able to pull her up stream went aground 
herself and for four hours struggled to get 
over the bar. At last success crowned her 
crew's efforts, and by means of several ropes 
she succeeded after much difficulty in getting 
the Gem into deep water.

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ROSS RAYMOND. 


BEATS RUN DOWN. 


An Accomplished Rascal Who Boldly 


an Egyptian Bey and Pasha. 
By Telegrapb to the Post-DISPATCH. 


Ross Raymond, one of the most successful 
swindlers and hotel beats in the country, was 
brought up with a round turn again yesterday 
and the chances are that he will once more 
languish behind the bars of the State prison. 
Raymond has long figured conspicuously in 
this country and abroad; living at times likea 
prince and spending with a generous hand 
large sums of money out of which consuls, 
bankers, merchants and hotel proprietors 
had been victimized. His arrest yesterday 
was made by Detectives Healy and Rutland in 
the Hotel St. George, on complaint of Mr. 
Edmund hopp, manager for Mrs. Wehrle, 
who keeps the Belvedere Hotel He had been 
stopping in the latter hotel for a few days, 
during whichtime he had the clerk cash two 
checks on Spencer, Trask & Co. for $39.50 and 
$35 respectively. The checks were signed by 
Geo. Fairfield, and were made payable to Ross 
Raymond. The bankers said no such man as 
Fairfield has ever had an account with them. 
Raymond is 35 years of age and is

six feet tall and weighs 250 pounds. He has a 
round, full face, with sandy hair and small 
sandy mustache, and hasa pleasant manner. 
In December, 1873. he was arrested and sen- 
tenced to state prison for two years for 
grand larceny, having stolen an overcoat from 
Mr. F. Davis at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. He 
was then known as A. J. Holmes. He served 
his full term, and since then his career has 
been as remarkably checkered as it was suc- 
cessful. The story of his numerous exploits 
sounds more like aromance than actual fact. 
For tour years after his liberation from prison 
he was frequently heard of trom various parts 
oithe country, in every instance leaving behind 
him traces of hisrascality. During i879 and 
1380 and a portion of the following year he was 
u reporter onthe Herald, and was known as 
Ross Raymond. In 18&lhe wrotea book en- 
titied,

the plan and notes for which he stole from the 
writer, a friendof his. He worked day and 
night,and in a week the book was in the print- 
er’s hands. His publishers were Hubbard 
Bros. of Philadelphia, who were muicted out 
of a large sum by the alleged author. In April, 
1882, he was arrested in Philadelphia for 
swindling Julius Chambers, city editor of the 
Times, ont of $100. Pendin the trial 
Messrs. A. M. Palmer an Stephen 
Fiske became his. bondsmen in the sum of 
$2,000, but he jumped his bail and disap- 
yeared. On March 27, 1884, Mr. A. V. Dockery, 
nited States Consul at Leeds, England, 
issued a hand-bill which was sent to all parts 
of the Continent and the United States.

He was 
royally entertained at state dinners and also 
entertained hosts of his friends in the same 
style. The leading hotels fought each other 
to gain the custom of this nobleman, and the 
latter thought nothing of ordering dinners 
that would cost hundreds of dollars. After 
making that country too hot for himself, he 
again turned his face westward and for a year 
or so has been traveling about like a roaring 
lion, seekin whom he may devour. In 
apne 1886, Mr. H. FP. Hoebus, proprietor 
of Hygeia Hotel at Old Point Comfort, 
Va., wrote a letter to James Gordon Bennett 
asking about Raymond who had stopped at 
that house under the name of Robert 
Roebling, correspondent of the New York 
Herald. He induced the hotel clerk to cash a 
$30 draft. Raymond was arraigned at Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court yesterday and re- 
manded for examination until to-day. He 
was locked up and a good picture of him now 
graces the rogue’s gallery.
